an exile when he wrote his epic, 
oem, the “Divine Comedy,” whose 
Firat phase has been used.ns a basis 
for the new Fox Film, "Dante's In- 
ferno,” coming un Sunday - to the 
King's Theatre and featuring Spencer 
Tracy, Claire Trevor, H. Bo Walthall 
and Alan.

The defendant, Wong Sai-ho, stated 
thet complatnant continually pestered
